Enactment of this legislation could lead to increased revenue to the Waste Tire Recycling Fund of
$51,000 in FY 2016 and $53,200 in FY 2017, and to the newly created Funding Clean Air Programs
Restricted Account of $8,447,300 in FY 2016 and $8,812,100 in FY 2017, with revenues projected to
increase by 4.3 percent annually thereafter.
